Despite 
tits weakened condition the au th o rises 
ventured to tell hint of the arrest of 
Mrs. Schenk, but he is said to have 
only exclaimed her nam e and later re­ 
marked : 
"It all these things are true, she is 
where -he ought to be.” 


To Make More Arrest*. 


That further arrests are to be nmde 
in the ens** was adm itted by Prose* ut- 
ing A ttorney iiandlan and Chiel of 
Pollee Hastings. 
It is believed the un­ 
named suspects ar*' expected to fum D h 
light on the m anner in which arsenic 
or other dine might have fpuud its way 
into the Schenk home. 
The authorities have the certifica­ 
tion of chemis s at th** Johns Hopkins 
university arid the W est Virgin a uni­ 
versity th a t arsenic was found in sam ­ 
ples ol mineral waler alleged to have 
been taken from Mr. Schenk's bedside. 
The stat** luws expressly forbid the 
sale of poisonous drugs without r* g ti­ 
tration of th* purchaser. In H rs <•* n- 
nection it is said physicians will be 
questioned. 
At the jail Mrs. Schenk was ques­ 
tioned anew, but she repeatedly de­ 
clared lu r innocence of any attem pt

Kansas City, Mo., Nov. 12.—T >at 
food prices have reached their d b l .ax 
and now are on tile down grade is tile 
belief of rn* at packers in Kansas t'ily 
aud other packing tenters. Dealers in 
produce and other food supplies say 
the sam e thing 
Charles W. Armour, bead of the Ar­ 
mour interests in Kansas City, s u d : 
"General too*! prices are working 
towards a lower basis.

are getting down. Beople are going to 
take advantage of lower prices, and 
that will have a tendency to relieve 
the stringency in meat prices, espe­ 
cially pork.”

lost out in the spring. This year, he 
said, they were profiting by their ex­

ducts to consumption at reasonable 
profits not to take chances on larger 
or smaller profits 
"All of which ha a tendon* y to low­ 
er prices of the things we eat » he 
added. 
Mr. Armour said that lf tile farm ­ 
e r! would put forth their best efforts 
to raise good hog*, the pork problem 
in this country soon would by solv <1 
Suppose, he a rg in d, that two pounds 
extra weight is put on ever) hog sent 
to the m arkets. 
The aggregate in 
crease of weight would be enorm ous 
If the farm ers were to work harder 
for healthy pork, how much less p*rk 
would be condem ned' by til** I lilted 
States inspectors, be inquired.
